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oan te N 7 Ust Kozhva Airfield 


le This airfield is situated on the southern edee of the villave of Ust Koshwa 
-(65°N, 5798), arnroximately fifty reters fron the left bank of the Pechora 
River ani three kilometers nor'h of the Kotlas-Vorkuta railroad line. The 
fteld, which Js covered with erass, is 250 meters long and 590 reters wide and 
is used “rom June until Nevember. During the winter, planes land on the river 
lee within the area indicated on the aeconpanyine sketch (Attachnent I). 


2e The Ust Kozhaa airfield had no hangars or radio masts when last observed uy 
source in Becember 1945 but had three buildings for personnel and repairs. 
At that time, seven aircraft, including three twin-encined rlanes, were parked 
en the field. Source states "that the field could be enlarged to extend another 
fifty meters only tovard the south. 


Seodtteko-Pechors! 9 Airfield 


3. This airield is located 200 meters from the southern edge of the town of 
Troitsko~Pachorskoe (62°30'N, 45°%) near the Pechora River barre harbor. The 
field, which is covored with turf, is 180 meters lonz and 65 reters wide. The 
installation can be used throucvhout the year; it is not fitted out with hangars 
‘ut has three buildings for rersonnel and rerairs. A meteorological station 
with two radio masts is based an the (4eld, A aketeh of the Troitske-Pechorstos 
installation is contained in Attachment II, The airfield can be extended only 
toward the south, At the end of 2945, five or six planes, type ¥2, were observed 
on the field, 


woken Airfield 


Ao There is an airfield situated two or three kilometers east of Kokand (40°3 On, 
71°15'E) on the left of the hichwey which leada from this city to the villare 
of Molotov, twelve kilometers distant. The field is located in a Jarge plain; 
the side along the hichyay measures from $00 to 700 meters, The field, which . 
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is covered with turf, can bs used throuchout the yaar and ean be extended in 
any diraction. It is equipped with three small one-plane hangare constructed 
of wood and a rerair and maintenance shop. Four radio masts were observed 
naar the hangars lute in 1946. cgmont: Kokand Airfield is also 
mentioned in Seven or eleht planes of tyne Y2 we:a observed on the 
field at the and of 1945. 


lenipaken Air Base 


There is a large sir inatallation five to six Ictlometers northyest of the 
center of the city of Leninakan, 1.5 to two kilometers west of the small stream 
which runs through the city, and three to 3.5 kilometers north of the Leninakan~ 
Kars hichway. The airfield, which is used only by military aireraft, is seven 
to eight kilomaters (sic) lone and four to five kilometers (sic) wides It ig 
located in a valley and is connected with Leninakan by a gravel road used only 
by troops. Five hundred meters north of the airfield are two underground in 
stallations which are used as shelters for aireraft. The two excavations are 
500 to 600 meters apart and sre cach one ktlometer (sic) ieng, 300 neters wide, 
and 15 meters hich. The ground above the subterranean shelters is completely 
camouflaged: only the two entrances, which are sealed by steel double doora 
which move by electricity, ara visible. Each undercround hangar has a capacity 
of 20 to 25 pursuit planes. North of the Leninakan-Kare highway, in the direc- 
tion of the air base, there is another restricted area. A sketch of the Lenins- 
kan district is contained in Attachment ITT. . 


Balu and Kutaisi Airfields 


The Baku military airfield, which has a turf and earth surface, is located two 
kilometers wost of tho Baladzhary railroad station, at the junction of the Heku- 
Makhach Kala and Boku-[bilisi railroad lines. It is about as large as the Tiflis 
Airfield, The Kutaisi (42°20'N, 42°40?R) military airfield was constructed ia 
1940 and is losated four to five kllometers northwest of the oi ty o 


Erovan ilitary Airfield 


This field is ioeated six to seven kilometers southwest of Erevan (40°15'N, 
44°30'E) ani three te 3.5 kilometers west of the city’s civilian airfield, 
The military field tg seven to eight kilometers (sic) long and 1.5 kilometers 
sie) wide and is surfaced with gravel and earth. The field is equirped with 
an unknown numer of hangars and ronsir shops. Twanty to thirty dingle-enrine 
YAK and MIG planes vers observed flying over the fielé every day. Russdan, 
soldiers ara stationed in watch towers and patrol the field, Secause of the 
nature of the terrain, the field can be expanded only toward the north. 


Erevan Civilian Airfield 


This field is located five to six kilometers south of Erevan and two kilo- 
neters east of the Erevan-Nakhichevan road, I% has an earth and gravel surface, 
is five to six kilometers (sic) lone and one kilometer (si¢) wide, and is tra- 
versed by two Jandine strips, one on the northwest side and one on the south- 
west side, The installation is equipred with three hangars on the south side, 
each large enough for twelve planes, a two-story administration building om tha 
east side, a radio mast near the adninistration building, and a renair shop. 
There are three susoline tanks on the north side of the field, Three beacons 
have bsen erected on the heights a short distance north of the field, Pha field 
can be extenied at either end, Attachment IV cortains a sketch of the two Erevan 
airfields. . , 
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Brevan-llakhichevan tal lroad Line 


The railroad line from Eravan to Nokhichevan (45°15'N, 4,5°20'8) is 25 to 30 
kilometers lone, There is a fifteen-meter steel bridge, supported on two con 
crete abutments, four kilometers outside of Erevan. The gravel road from 
Erevan to Nakhichevan passes under the bridge, but the railroad passes over 

44, Seven or eight kilometers from this bridge, another steel bridge, approxi- 
nately 25 meters in length, crosses the Zanga River. The structure, whieh is 
supported on two conerete abatments, has no plera. (See Attachnent Ty) 


Erevan-Naknicheyan Uichway 


This sravel and earth-surfaced road is eight to ton meters wide and 25-30 lms 
long. At a distance of six to seven KLiometere from whore the road passes under 
the railway line (see paragraph 9), the road erosses the Zanra River by maons of 
a bridge woich supports loads as heavy as ten«ton trueks. The bridge is made 
of steal but is surported on tuo atutments, each of vieh consists of three 
yooden piles. The bridge is 7-6 meters long and 4-5 meters wide. 
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
